Excerpt  from  the  Claxton  School  Survey: 

"Divided  responsibility  for  accounting." 

The  Board  of  Education  now  depends  wholly  upon  the  accounting 
and  the  auditing  departments  of  the  City  and  County  government  for 
detailed  information  with  regard  to  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of 
the  school  revenues.  This  has  a  tendency  to  create  an  indifference  on 
the  part  of  the  entire  school  establishment  towards  questions  of  ac- 
counting and  of  educational  and  financial  statistics.  It  should  be  said, 
however,  that  both  the  accounting  and  the  auditing  work  is  well  done 
by  the  City  and  County  Auditor  and  his  staff  of  assistants.  At  the 
present  time,  this  department  uses  the  plan  of  school  accounting  sug- 
gested by  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Education  at  Washington,  so  that 
hereafter  financial  reports  of  school  receipts  and  expenditures  in  San 
Francisco  can  be  compared,  item  by  item,  with  all  cities  making  simi- 
lar reports  to  the  National  Government. 

"However,  no  matter  how  well  the  work  may  be  done  by  the 
auditing  department  of  the  City  and  County,  the  department  can  not 
be  expected  to  carry  its  accounting  to  that  point  of  refinement  which 
the  Board  of  Education  needs  in  connection  with  its  administration  of 
the  school  system.  It  is  not  the  function  of  the  Auditor's  office  to 
perform  this  duty,  nor  should  such  detailed  work  be  required  of  it. 
The  Auditor  will  of  necessity  classify  his  accounts  along  the  broad 
lines  controlling  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  school  revenues,  his 
work  being  general  in  its  intent  and  purpose:  but  if  these  general 
accounts  are  to  lie  made  available  for  t lie  purpose  of  comparing  one 
type  of  schools  and  school  activities  of  San  Francisco  with  another 
and  for  comparing  costs  in  San  Francisco  with  those  of  other  cities, 
then  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Board  of  Education  to  make  still  fur- 
ther refinements  in  accounting  in  every  branch  of  the  service  in  which 
such  comparisons  are  to  be  made.  This  work  should  be  done,  not  by 
the  Auditor,  but  by  the  board  itself.'' 

Then  follows  a  12-page  Summary  of  Receipts  and  Disbursements. 
classified  for  the  nine  years,  1908  to  1916,  inclusive,  which  was  com- 
piled by  the  Claxton  Survey  expert  accountant  directly  from  the  Au- 
ditor's books.

I  have  received  a  copy  of  Resolution  No.  L5166,  in  which  the 
Auditor  of  San  Francisco  is  authorized  to  install  a  uniform  system  of 
accounting  in  all  departments  of  the  city  and  county  government,  and 
wish  to  urge  upon  you  at  this  time  the  adoption  of  the  classifications 
recommended  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  and  endorsed  by  so  many 
civic  organizations.  A  further  reason  for  the  adoption  by  you  of  our 
classifications  is  that  the  state  of  California  lias  done  so,  even  to  the 
extent  of  using  the  inquiry  numbers  on  our  schedules. 

The  various  agents  of  this  Bureau  who  have  collected  tin-  financial 
statistics  of  San  Francisco  have  without  exception  acknowledged  the 
unusual  assistance  given  by  Mr.  Leary,  your  statistician,  and  I  am 
sure  he  is  very  familiar  with  just  what  is  desired  by  this  Bureau. 

In  addition  to  the  city  officials  throughout  the  country  changing 
their  accounts,  a  great  many  of  the  public  accountants  have  within 
the  last  few  years  obtained  from  this  Bureau  schedules  and  have  in- 
stalled accounts  with  classifications  conforming  to  those  of  this  Bureau. 
I  know  that  you  are  extremely  interested  in  this  subject,  and  that 
you    are    in    accord    with    this    P.uroau;    you    will    find,    however,    in    the 

schedules  mailed  you  under  separate  cover  a   few   changes  over  those 
of  several  years  ago.
